SPEED NEW MEASURE AS OLSON 


EXPRESSES INTEREST IN PROJECT 


Palm Springs' dream of an aerial tram w ay running up the slopes 
of Mt. San Jacinto from the sands of the desert to the snows of beau­ 
tiful Round Valley, came tum bling down lik e "castles in the air" 
with a terrible crash on the shoulders of residents of this comm unity 
last Saturday, when G overnor Culbert Olson vetoed Senate Bill No. 
1052, an act creating the Palm Springs W inter Park A uthority. 


RAY OF HOPE 
However, In the last paragraph 
w eird, desolate landscapes one so 
f the governor-s veto message to 
readily associates w ith a desert 
region 
To be truly effective, w ind must 
not be ham pered by either vege 
tatio n or moist soils. 
In an arid 
area w ith sparse plant growth, it 
can be the prim e sculptor of the 
terrain. 
W ind w ill rem ove top 
soils to a depth of several inches 
and carry them to another spot 
beyond. 
This process of moving 
loose sand is term ed by the geol­ 
ogists “deflation”, from the Latin 
“to blow from ”. 
In some regions 
huge pits called “blow -outs” are 
scooped from the surface by such 
deflation. 
Wind With Sand 
W hen wind picks up particles 
of sand carries them w ith it in 
sand storms, the erosive effect is 
m ore 
than 
doubled. A natural 
sand blast results, which has been 
know n to actually cut telegraph 
poles off at the 
base! 
Pebbles 
exposed to strong winds assume 
a characteristic brazil-nut shape 
and are term ed “dreikanter” or 
“ventifacts”. 
In low 
flat areas 
the soil may be gradually blown 
aw ay from around pebbles until 
the stones accum ulate in exten­ 
sive areas, 
form ing widespread 
mosaic “desert pavem ents”. 
Sand Dunes 
W here sand accum ulates around 
a bush or rock and presents an 
obstacle w hich effectively lessens 
the velocity of the wind, the sand 
being carried 
by 
the 
w ind is 
dropped on that spot. As the pile 
o f sand grows, m ore and more 
sand will be deposited. 
In this 
w ay a sand dune m ay be initiat­ 
ed. 
The typical shape of a small 
dune is crescentric, w ith a grad­ 
ual slope on the w incw ard side 
and a steep drop to the leeward. 
Such dunes are 
term ed “barch- 
ans” and are not static features. 
T hey tend to “m igrate” or move 
in a definite direction at a m eas­ 
urab le rate. If the velocity of the 
w ind w ere constant at all times, 
th e dune would be more or less 
unified in structure from top to 
bottom , but since the velocity and 
direction changes, definite layers 
are 
built-up. 
This 
irregular 
stratification in a dune is called 
“cross-bedding”. 
W here the 
supply of sand is 
great and the wind very strong, 
the shape of the resulting dunes 
w ill not be crescentric but in the 
form of parallel ridges. 
M inia­ 
tu re series of ridges less than an 
inch high often cover the surface 
of a large 
dune, 
resulting in a 
ripple-like appearance. 
The m aterial of dunes is usual­ 
ly quartz sand, 
b u t 
some are 
form ed 
from 
finely-powdered 
clays. 
In New Mexico there are 
huge pure-w hite 
dunes of gyp­ 
sum, form ing 
the 
noted w hite 
sands of that state. 
Loess Formation 
Those regions to the leew ard of 
deserts are constantly receiving 
fine dust. 
This 
dust 
gradually 
settles and forms thick beds call­ 
ed “loess”. 
A griculturally, loess

Work on New Bill 
It is reported that both Senator 
John Phillips and Assemblyman 
Nelson D ilw orth have a “spot” 
on the calendar that can be used 
for a new bill. 
Both m en 
had 
two bills pertaining to the tram ­ 
way, and as only one was vetoed, 
it is said a revised bill w hich will 
m eet w ith 
the 
G overnor’s ap 
proval can be am ended into the 
unused tram w ay bill still on the 
calendar.

ported that Senator Phillips will 
im m ediately 
introduce 
another

May 10, 1941. 
To the Honorable Members of 
The Senate, 
Sacram ento. California. 
G reetings: 
I am returning herewith, w ithout 
m y signature, S enate Bill No. 1052 
entitled "An Act Creating th e Palm 
Springs W inter Park A uthority and 
prescribing th e powers and duties 
thereof; providing for the powers and 
duties or the S tate D epartm ent of 
N atural 
Resources 
In 
connection 
therew ith, and authorizing th e De­ 
p artm en t of N atural Resources to co­ 
operate w ith the A uthority; au th o r­ 
izing th e A uthority to construct and 
operate system s for the tran sp o rta­ 
tio n of persons and property to Mt. 
S an Jacinto S tate Park and for the 
Im provem ent of th e recreational faci­ 
lities In said park. Including th e d e­ 
velopm ent, operation and m alnten- 
ance of ski grounds and all facilities 
necessary or convenient for w inter 
sports; 
providing 
for the 
issuance 
and sale of revenue bonds and p ro­ 
viding for the use of the proceeds 
thereof for the purposes of th is act;

W inter Park A uthority composed ol 
live m em bers appo.nted by the city 
council ol Palm Springs. 
The Au­ 
thority is created to furnish a tram ­ 
way and other recreational facilities 
In 
connection therew ith, so as to 
m ake portions of San Jacinto State 
Park more accessible to the pub.lc, 
and available for winter sports. 
Portions of this bill evidence an 
In ten t th a t before using p arts of th e 
San Jacinto S tate Park, the A uthority 
created should first receive the con­ 
sent of th e State Park Commission, 
which Is now vested w ith th e Juris­ 
diction over the entire park, and th a t 
the operation of the facilities to be 
provided under the bill w ithin the 
park should be subject to the a p ­ 
proval of the S tate Park Commis­ 
sion. 
However, the provisions o f Section 
4.10 of th e bill are, In my opinion, 
so broad as to alm ost wholly negate 
any control by the Park Commission 
over the p arts of th e park which 
the Authority m ight use for the op­ 
eration of Its facilities. 
Section 4 10 
reads In p art as follows: 
‘The A uthority has. and 
Is 
hertby granted all rights of way 
deemed by the A uthority neces­ 
sary or advisable upon which to 
construct, 
locate and 
m aintain 
th e 
transportation 
facilities, 
tram ways, up-skls or other tran s­ 
portation facilities and all w inter 
or 
other 
recreational 
facilities 
which 
may 
be 
acquired, 
con­ 
structed or completed under this 
ac t through, over, under, on or 
across any property of th is State, 
Including 
M ount 
San 
Jacinto 
S tate Park.'' 
W hile under the other provisions 
of th e bill the facilities w hich m ight 
be operated by the A uthority under 
contract w ith th e S tate Park Com­ 
m ission m ight be subject to the op- 
proval of the Park Commission, the 
facilities which could be constructed 
under this absolute grant of rights 
of way would not be subject to any 
approval or control. 
T his absolute 
grant of Jurisdiction and control over 
a large segm ent of the scenic

sources of the state, w ithout any 
control or supervision by the agency 
to which the people have delegated 
the responsibility of providing for 
the wise developm ent of these re­ 
sources. Is a step to which I cannot 
consent. 
S an Jacinto S tate Park Is a part 
of California's S tate Park 
System, 
paid for w ith public funds m atched 
by funds contributed from private 
resources. I t Is th e responsibility of 
the sta te Park Commission to see 
th a t this n atu ral resource Is devel­ 
oped and m aintained for th e benefit

I am thoroughly In sym pathy w ith 
the Idea th at sucn parts of San J a ­ 
cinto S tate Park as are suitable for 
winter sports purposes, should be so 
Improved, and th a t the public should 
be furnished a m eans of access there­ 
to.

Dear Harold: I have taken exception to the 
statement of your editorial writer when he com­ 
ments in the last edition of your paper on the de­ 
lay in reaching injured victims in an accident. 
The basic trouble is that the “powers-that-be” 
in the police department do not avail themselves of 
the hospital and ambulance facilities here in Palm 
Springs. They send to Indio for an ambulance; 
after it arrives the ambulance takes the injured 
people past this hospital to a private hospital in 
Indio. My own patients, even when requesting for 
me, have been carried in this manner out of the 
city.This hospital was opened to the public in 1929 
and has been taking care of the injured from that 
day to this, whether they could pay for accommo­ 
dations or not. If the police department will avail 
itself of the hospital facilities in Palm Springs, 
there will be very little delay in taking care of peo­ 
ple in an accident. The State Highway Patrol 
avails itself of the private hospital in Palm Springs. 
This hospital is a private institution; it main­ 
tains a moderately large payroll and pays heavy 
taxes, of which this community has the benefits. 
There is little justification in taking seriously 
injured people twenty-three miles to a private hos­ 
pital in Indio, when splendid accommodations are 
available in this city, and have been for many 
years, together with ambulance service. 
If this were a cold business proposition there 
might possibly be some justification, but when it 
involves human lives, it becomes a serious issue.

the M onitor article relates. 
“The new s dispatch w hich told 
him of th e activities of his im­ 
personator in the N ear East de­ 
scribed ‘K arl R asw an’ as ‘a self­ 
styled G erm an Law rence,’ some­ 
tim e author and adventurer, who 
has spent m any years am ong the 
A rabs and speaks A rabian fluent­

H e made 
his first trip to A rabia in 1911

He speaks A ra­ 
bian and also reads and w rites 
it. His last trip was m ade since 
moving to Palm Springs several 
years ago. This trip was made 
to purchase A rabian horses and 
w hile he w as in A rabia he was 
reported lost by new s dispatches.

Rapid Conversion 
A construction feature new in 
am bulance conversion cars m akes 
possible the quick loading of pa­ 
tient and hospital cot into the 
right hand side of the new car. 
A large opening is provided w hen 
both doors are sw ung out and the 
center post, hinged at th e top, is 
lifted up out of the way and held 
in 
this position by a stainless 
steel arm which fastens to an in­ 
conspicuous roof bracket. 
W hen 
the center post is dropped back 
into position, its base is secured 
by a w ing nut. 
Am ple room is provided for the 
hospital cot through rem oval of 
the front right seat and th e aux­ 
iliary folding seat im m ediately to 
the rear. 
When th e car is in use 
as a sedan these two seats, it is 
explained, are held in place by 
means of convenient steel rods 
which can be slipped in and out 
of the hinges. O nly about three 
m inutes are required to convert 
the touring car into an am bu­ 
lance, and the operation is said 
to require no special tools. 
Over all length of the new De 
Soto am bulance conversion model 
is just a fraction under 21 feet, 
and the w heelbase is 139Vi inch­ 
es. It has a 110 horsepow er en­ 
gine. 
Fully Equipped 


Fischbeck states th e car w ill be 
fully equipped for am bulance use. 
It will be painted pure w hite, 
trim m ed in bronze. 
It w ill be 
equipped w ith a special w iring, 
operated by a special key, for a 
red spotlight, blue re a r light and 
a siren. This key w ill only be re­ 
leased to persons using th e car 
as an am bulance. T he am bulance 
w ill be air-conditioned for hot 
and cold w eather. 
An interesting feature of the 
new am bulance w ill be th e signs 
on both front doors and on the 
rear of th e car. W hen the vehicle 
is being used as a private sedan 
these signs w ill read, “The House 
of M urphy Hotel, Palm Springs.” 
However, w hen the car is to be 
used as an am bulance, the signs 
can be instantly flipped over; and 
then they’ w ill read, “Em ergency 
A m bulance.” 
Doctors Can Use 
Mr. Fischbeck asserts he plans 
to get in touch w ith local doctors, 
th e police departm ent, fire de­ 
partm ent and other authorities to 
offer them the use of his am b u ­ 
lance conversion car for em er­ 
gency cases. He says the car will 
be parked in front of The House 
of M urphy 90 percent of t h e 
tim e, and doctors and authorities 
w ill be free to call for the am b u ­ 
lance w henever they need it to 
help save hum an lives and re ­ 
lieve suffering.
